TORONTO, March 14. — Sir 
James Aikens, Ienutenant-govern- 
of of Manitoba, who was visiting 
im Toronto, is believed to have 
left the city tonight for Winnipeg 
in oOnsequcnce of the defeat of 
the Norris government on a yote 
of censure in thy legisjature w- 
day. 


WINNIPEG, March 15.— (By 
Canadian Press)—By a vote of 
27 ‘to 23, the Norris government 
was defeated on a straight vote of 
censure resolutior in the legislat- 
ure this evening, and as soon as 
the lieutenant-governor, Sir Jas. 
Aikins, returns from Toronto on 
Thursday, Premier T. C. Norris 


will place the resignation of the | 


government in his hands. 

A general election at an early 
date is inevitable, and the only 
point of doubt is whether the lieu- 
tenant-governor will induce the 
government to carry on until elec- 
tion arrangements are made or 
whether he will call upon one of 
the group leaders to form a goy- 


ernment that will do so. 

In view of the apparent impossibility of 
any gtoup leader forming a government 
that would command a working majority 
in the house, # is considered probable 
that Sir James Aikins will make an effort 
to get the Norris administration to satay in 
office till election arrangements are com- 
pleted. Meantime, the house stands ad- 
journed till tomorrow afternoon, 

A Possible Premier 

William Robson, leader of the Iarmer 
group, may be called upon by the Iieu- 
tenant-governor to fonm a government. He 
heads the second largest group in the 
house, and, that being the ‘case, would be 
first in lMne for approach by Sir James 
in the event of His Honor wanting an- 
otter government formed in the meautime. 
Mr. Robson, however, haw publicly stated 
that he would decline the task if asked 
to undertake it. Im the event of his ac- 
tually declining, the other two group 
leaders avatlable for the punpose would be 
F. J. Dixon, leader of the Labor group, 
the next largest, and J. I. Haig, leader 
of the Conservative group, the smallest. 

There is a strong feeling prevailing that 
the election, whenever it 1s called, will re- 
sult in the return of a Farmer government, 
The reason for the feeling is the clean 
sweep made {n Manitoba by Progressive 
candidates at the recent federal elections, 

Cause of Trouble 

The resolution which brought about the 
downfall of the Norris ministry was pro- 
posed by P, A. Talbot, La Verandrye, a 
member of the farmer group, and censured 
the government for failing to give effect 
to a resolution passed last year cafing 
for the abolition of the public utilities 
commission, Only three members of op- 
position groups supported the adminis- 
trition when the 2ouse divided, By voting 
solidly against the government, the Con 
servative group surprised the house, as it 
was generally supposed several members 
of it would lend the administration thelr 
swpport. 

‘There was considerable cheering when 
the result of the division was announced. 
Adjournment of the house was immedi. 
ately moved by Premier Norris who made 
no comment on the situation created, 

Supremacy Challenged 

Half a dozen members took part in the 
debate before the vote was taken, ‘Ihe 
majority pressed for passage of .he (5 0- 
jut on on the ground that the gove nuent 
by failing to carry out the wishes of the 
legislature had challenged the supremacy 
of the legislature and that it was essen- 
tial that the supremacy of the house 
s»ould be asserted once and for all, 

Premier Norris defended the course tak- 
en by the government and maintained that 
a vote of censure would be unjimt inas. 
much as the legislature had not introduced 
the machinery for giving effect to the 
abolition resolutions passed, Various acts 
had to be repealed before such effect could 
be given and until they had been repealed 
it was Incumbent on the administration to 
pursue the policy it had.

VICTORIA,, March 14—Pictured ae 
e@ man of blood and iron, ruthless and 
cruel, Ataman Gregorieft Semenoff, 
leader of the Russian Cossacks in 
Aiberia and the man who has been 
conspicuiue in the Far Eastern lMme- 
light since the overthrow of the mon- 
archy regime in Ruesia, failed to 
carry the part on his arrival here to- 
day from the Orient by the liner Em- 
pres of Russia. 

Quiet and reserved and !n a well- 
modulated voice, but epeaking in 
broken English, the Russian stormy 
petrel told of his ambition to infiu- 
ence sympathy on behalf of Siberian 
people, 

“I am perfectly aware that the 
people of this continent are not 60 
well disposed towards me, and the 
reason for this ig the erroneous in- 
formation which has been furnished 
on this continent respecting me and 
my policy during gmy activities in the 
world war," eaid General Semenoftf. 

“I believe that I am now in a@ posl- 
tion to disprove aty insinuations 
which have been levelled against me 
by my personal enemies or by my 
political adversaries.” 

‘I am here eas @ representative of 
the Siberian people who collectively 
want to be freed from the strife 
and terrible conditiong that now pre- 
vail jn my country.” 

“My hope is to unite the people ot 
Siberia under a new Siberian republic 
and it is the hope of bringing this 
about that brought me to this coun- 


“I am going to Washington and 
Paris and expect to raise money 'n 
aid of our cause.” 

Gemenoff is etrongly opposed to the 
toviet government unde Lenine and 
intimated that the propused new 
Siberian republio in the event of it 
being cstablished, could nmsver be in- 
duced to cooperate with the soviet 
administration .

It is an 
aggressive and direct attempt to 
set aside Government and law 
and to establish mob rule. Whe-
